WHAT THE SOVIET PEOPLE ARE BEING TOLD THROUGH SOVIET PRESS AND RADIO 

(OCTOBER 26) 

1. Summary - Soviet propaganda for domestic consumption by and large 
continues to stay away from the question of missile sites, but the Soviet 
public on October 26 was given few details concerning the US charges on which 
the Cuban Quarantine was based. Pravda mentioned the "fantastic account about 
sudden detection on Cuba of long-range missiles" while also stating that n the 
charge is not believed by any informed people." Other domestic propaganda 
stressed the "muddy propaganda" being aimed at the American people and the 
efforts of various groups to persuade the US to "heed the voice of reason." 
Much space was devoted in Soviet newspapers to the capability of Soviet 
"global rockets" and especially "anti-missile missiles" apparently in an 
attempt to reassure the public. Extensive coverage of "protest meetings" 
against the US action continued. 

2. Pravda Prints Editorial-"Reason Must be Victorious" - In an editorial 
describing the "storm of popular worth" aroused by "the American aggressors" 
in the Caribbean, Pravda states that the Soviet Union "is for its part ready 
to do everything to prevent the unleashing of war." The editorial concluded 
by stating that "the world expects that at this crucial hour the US will heed 
the voice of reason." 


6. Radio Moscow Broadcasts Zorin Commentary That Cuban Action Contrary to 
International Lav and to Monroe Doctrine - October 26 - In a program beamed 
to domestic audiences Radio Moscow repeated the commentary of Valentin Zorin 
that there is "no norm in international law on which Cuban action could be 
based.' 1 This "crude infringement of international law" is compared to "open 
bringandage and piracy." Infringement of Monroe Doctrine by US was also 
alleged in that the "doctrine proclaimed America would not interfere in 
affairs of countries not in American hemisphere/* while U.S. sets up 
"aggressive" military bases "around the world."
